T think in a great many cases Parliumen- 
tary life takes the blonm off a man’s spirit, 
narrows und conrsens him, and tends to 
sap his moral courage. ‘The conditions ask 
for thoir successful working such enormous 
compromises and. surrenders that trath 
becomes u thing not to be faced, but to be 
syuinted at through the party keyholo 
and manipulated for party ends. It is 
diftienlt: to drop a habit of that kind when 
once formed, and 1 do not know more than 
two or three English politicians who dure 
on a platform to be reasennbly honest 
cither with thomselves or their audience. 

Again, the House af Commons encour- 
ages the vice of irresponsibility. “No 
dloctoy,” kaid tho lute Mr Lecky, ‘ would 
prescribe for the slightest malady; no, 
lawyer would advise in the ensicst case ; 
no wise man’ would uct in the simplest 
tmasactions of private business, or would 
even give an opinion to his neighbour at 
a dinner party, without moro knowledge | 
of the subject. thin that on which a mem- 
ber of Partiament is often obliged to vote.’” 
There is no remedy, Tam well aware ; but 
canoman indulge persistently in this levity 
of conviction on matters of the highest 
national moment withouta certain slackon- 
ng of his whole moral constitution ? 


OHINA’S NEW ARMY. 


Strength of 480,000. 

According to an article in the. cuprent 
number of ‘ Missions Catholiques,” great 
tnilitary reforms are ponding in China.

(2A despatch from Comitini in Sicily gives 
details of a tragic sequel to a long standing 
quarrel between two families living in the 
little town. For yenorations past, it is 
stated, a fierce feud has raged between the 
Conti and Alessi families, and finally they 
arranged that threo members of each 
funily should meet in duel, choosing for 
the rendezvous tho market square of 
Comitini. . 

Signor Conti, with his two sons, faced 
Signor Alessi and two of his brothers, in 
the presence of n largo number of specta- 
tors, all eager partisans. The duels, which 
were fought with pistols, did not Inst long: 
and within a few moments of the meeting 
Signor Conti and two brothers’ pf the 
Alessi family fell-dead.

The police force uf Comitiui condisty of 
only two carabiniers, neither of whom
